The peninsula oil producers — 
v^Sandi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar, the 
;* United Arab Emirates, Bahrain 
■ m and Oman — are pressing ahead 


with mdnstria fa tion plans aimed 
at capturing between 6 and 7 per. 
cent of the world pdrocbemicaj 
market during the 1980s. 

Saudi Arabia/ 1 is considering 
plans to build seven petrochemical 
plants at the industrial complexes 
under construction in Jubail and 
Yanbu, and at least two of the 
plants are expected to be 
approved by the end of this year. 

‘‘There is definitely a course we 
will take for marketing, no ques- 
.tion about it,” Nazer said. “And 
this is drawn. For example, we are 
going to insist on the Western con- 
sumers to accept our products as 
we accept theirs, and that would! 
include petrochemicals — that 
there is no policy to prevent our 
petrochemicals from coming in.” 

The common marketing 
strategy Nazer outlined is in step

Abed Rabbo, a member of the 
PLO’s Executive Committee, was 
commenting on a finny of recent 
Washington declarations that the 
U.S. was prepared to start talks 
with the PLO ifit accepted Israel's 
right to exist. 

The information chiefs 
remarks reflected deep skepticism 
amohg Palestinian leaders over 
the . willingness or ability. of the 
United States administration to 
come to terms with the Palestinian 
problem. * 

In his latest statement on the 
Middle East, President Jimmy 
Carter was quoted by the “New 
York Time^’ Thursday as saying 
the Palestinian issue was like the • 
civil rights movement in the 
United States. 

“The issue is not civil rights,” 
Abed Rabbo said. “ What we want 
is - national rights — die right to 
setf-deteirofoation, sovereignty, 
and national indejtendeace.” 

Abed Rabbo dismissed as ill- 
conceived the process policy 
which began with last September’ s 
Camp David agreements on the 
Middle East and continued with 
the Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty 
and subsequent negotiations on a 
form of autonomy for Palestinians 
in Israeli-occupied territories. 

The PLO information chief said 


for the establishment of an inde- 
pendentstate. 

Commenting on an American 
request to postpone a Security 
Council debate of a draft resolu- 
tion^ on Palestinian rights, Abed 
Rabbo said the Americans were 
trying to win time to water down 
the draft He described it as bal- 
anced. 

Abed Rabbo* s statement was 
echoed by Farouk Kaddouxni, 
head of the PLO’s Political 
Department, who issued a state- 
ment saying Palestinian rights 
included self-determination and 
national independence. 

Kaddoumi strongly denied 
President Carter’s contention, in 
Thursday’s “New York Times^ • 
interview, that Arab states were 
opposed to the establishment of 
an independent Palestinian state 
because they felt it would be a 
source of instability and a threat to 
themselves. 

In Tel Aviv a cabinet minister 
Thursday night reiterated Israel's 
opposition to the establishment of 
a Palestinian state and to negotia- 
tions with the PLO. 

The statement by Justice Minis- 
ter Shamuel Tamir on Israel tele- 
vision came a few hours after the 
United States reaffirmed its own 
poisition that it would start talks 
with the PLO if it accepted Israel s 
right to exist.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 3 (AP) 
— Negotiations for sale of natural 
gas to the United States have not 
collapsed and President Jose 
Lopez Portillo still plans to meet 
President Jimmy Carter next 
month, a spokesman for the presi- 
dent said in response to a report by 
the Los Angeles Times. 

The newspaper reported 
Thursday that talks on natural gas 
sales broke down last Friday, a few 
days after U.S. negotiators said 
agreement was near. 

“No, there has not been a fail- 
‘ ore in negotiations,” said the pres- 
idential spokesman, who asked 
notto be identified . “ Negotiations 
are following their normal course. 
We assume that one day they will 
arrive at an agreement” 

Asked if Lopez Portillo will 
■meet with Carter in the United 
States in September as previously 
announced, the spokesman said, 
“of course.” There was no word 
on the date and place. 

Carter visited Lopez Portillo in 
Mexico City last February, and 
invited the Mexican president to: 
the United States. 

The newspaper reported the 
Mexican delegation went . to 
Washington last week asking for 
prices ranging between $ 3.60 and 
$ 4.18 per thousand cubic feet of 
gas| and quoted a source close to 
the negotiations as saying, “they 
made it dear that anything belowS 
4 had little chance of being 
accepted.” 

Previously, negotiators were 
said to be near agreement on a 
price range between S 3.40 and S 
3.60. 


BEIRUT, Aug. 3 (Agencies) — 
An Israeli force Thursday night 
attacked the South Lebanon vil- 
lage of Kaukaba, a Palestinian 
militar y spokesman said. 

He said that Palestinian com- 
mandos in the area clashed with 
the invading force in an hoar-long 
battle and that three commandos 
were wounded. 

The Palestinian spokesman 
confirmed a Beirut radio report 
that Israeli gunners then shelled 
the region as well as Palestinian 
refugee camps near the southern 
port dty of Tyre. 

Security sources said Israeli 
gunboats joined the krtillexy 
bombardment of coastal areas and 
three persons were wounded. 

Israeli planes flew low over 
Tyre but did not open fire. 

The last Israeli commando raid 
in Southern Lebanon was on July 
24, when a joint Israeli- militia 
force destroyed houses in Majdel 
Sflim, a small forming community. 

The Israeli Army said its troops 
slipped through territory under 
United Nations control Thursday 
night to attack two Palestinian 
bases in the Mount Hermon reg- 
ion. 

At least seven commandos were 
killed in the raids on the two bases 
about 15 kilometers inside Leba- 
non, the commander of IsraeFs 
Northern Region, Maj. Gen. 
Avigdor Ben-Gal, told reporters 
in Metullah. All the Israelis 
returned safely to base, he added. 

He said U.N. peacekeeping 
forces had not interfered. 

Army sources said U.N. units in 
the area might not even have been 
aware of the Israeli soldiers 
movements. 

The sources said that in one 
attack the Palestinians were raken 
by surprise and put up no resis- 


tance. In the other raid, the 
Israelis were spotted and a sharp 
figfrt followed, they said. 

Quantities of arms, were 
brought back to Israel fri>m the 
two bases, the sources said. 

Gen. ben-gal said the two com- 
mands bases on the slopes of 
Mount Hermon had been used as 
starting points for raids into Israel. 

The bases consisted of build- 
jngs, .firing positions, bunkers and 
communications trenches, and a 
heavy mortar used as artilie, he 
said. 

Rabbi indicted 
for murder of 
West Bank girl 

TEL AVIV, Aug. 3 ( AP) — A 
rabbi from a Jewish settlement in 
the occupied West Bank has been 
indicted for murder in the slaying 
of a Palestinian girl during a 
demonstration in March, a 
Jerusalem district court official 
said Friday. 

The official said Han Tor, 29, 
was charged with the premedi- 
tated shooting of 16-year-old 
Rab'a al-Shalalda from the town 
of Halhonl, south of Jerusalem. 
The girl and a second Palestinian 
youth were shot dead during a 
stone-throwing fracas with troops 
on the Halho uJ- Jerusalem road. 

Tor, who lives in the Kiiyat 
Aiba settlement near Hebron, did 
not enter a plea in court Thursday, 
the official said, and he was 
ordered held until the completion 
of proceedings. No date was set 
for his plea. 

Military authorities are inves- 
tigating the second shooting. A 
soldier has claimed he shot Hassan 
Al-Anani, 24, in self-defense.

JEDDAH, Aug. 3 — Threats to 
invade Saudi and Gulf oil fields 
should be ignored because they 
are products of“ bragging and hol- 
low talk” and do not represent the 
position of the U.S. government, 
information Minister Dr. 
Muhammad Abdo Yamani says. 

“The oilfields belong to 
sovereign states and there is no 
power in the world that can alter 
their present status quo, 1 ' Yamani 
said. 

In an interview with “Arab 
News'* and its sister Arabic daily 
“Asharq A1 Awsat,*' Yamani 
blamed the press, both in the West 
and in Arab states, for spreading 
stories about plans to invade the— 
oil fields. 

The minister said that he 
imagined that the story originated 
from reactions of officials pressed 
by reporters to make a statement. 
Once an official has made an 
irresponsible statement, the press 
echoed and amplified it, be said. 

The threats were reported by 
some newspapers quoting U.S. 
officials, whose statements on the 
issue were often contradictory, he 
said. 

“But the true fact remains that 
such threats are useless and are to 
be Ignored as they do not reflect 
the views of the U.S. administra- 
tion,” Dr. Yamani said. 

“The United States has its own 
traditions, political system and a 
clear-cut policy that would never 
allow it to resort to an invasion of 
the oilfields,” he said. 

Yemani said it was also regrett- 
able that such unofficial, con- 
tradictory and irresponsible 
threats were reported and given so 
much prominence in the Arab 
press as well. 

In addition, he said, there is 
absolutely no reason for anyone to 
talk about invading the oilfields. 

“The petroleum producing 
countries are disposing of their 
own wealth according to 
interaationalfy-recognized legiti- 
mate means. Moreover, the pro- 
ducers have been behaving in a 
most responsible manner. Very 
often they have sacrificed their own 
collective and individual Interests 
to world economic stability and 
prevent imtemational crises," be 
said. 

Saudis, he said, should not be 
concerned with such threats any- 
way, because they know very well- 
where they originate. 

“We know the persons behind 
all this fuss,” he said. “Nowadays 
everybody knows where he 
stands, so we rule out any such 
irresponsible act" 

Yamani welcomed President 
Jimmy Cartel’s plan to cut U.S. oil 
imports in half by 1990. “Finally, 
the industrial countries have 
responde to our appeal” he 
said. 

Oil, he added, is a depletable 
resource and the world should 
seek alternate energy sources. 
“We welcome the return to coal 
and die use of nuclear energy and 
encourage research on solar 
energy."

Unofficial early returns 

Khomeini party seen leading Iran vote 


TEHRAN, Aug. 3 (AP) — 
Unofficial early returns from 
Tehran indicated Friday that 
Islamic Party candidates would be 
the hmriing group in the assembly 
of experts which will formulate 
' and ratify a new constitution for 
Iran. 

The Islamic Republic Party 
s u pported by Iran’s spiritual and 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah 


Ruhoflah Khomeini, advocates a 
charter calling for a theocratic 
Tstamif! state. 

Prominent secular candidates 
either withdrew from Friday's 
nationwide vote or stood little 
chanpe of being elected to the 73 
member assembly. 

Khomeini and his fundamental- 
ist supporters bad called on the 
people to vote for candidates who

adhere to an Islamic line. The 
79-year-old leader voted near his 
home at the holy city of Qom, 160 
kilometers south of Tehran. 

Campaigning continued as vot- 
ers flocked to the polls. 

At Friday’s public prayer ser- 
vices on Tehran University cam- 
pus, about 100,000 Muslim faith- 
ful led by popular Ayatollah 
Mahmoud Taleghani, speeches 
were made urging them to vote for 
religious candidates. Taleghani 
also charged leftists were respons- 
ible for the unrest in minority 
areas. He was referring to the 
Kurds in Kurdestan and Arabs in 
the oil-rich province of Khuzes- 
tan, pressing for autonomy. 

Many of the secular groups 
arpong the estimated 100 political 
organizations, boycotted the elec- 
tion. 

The leading National Front, 
Muslem People’s Republican 
Party representing followers of 
Shariat Madari and the National 
Democratic Front, claimed lack of 
democratic procedures and 
proper conditions for a genuine 
vote, as reasons for refusing to 
participate. 


He said that world cooperation 
on energy is the only way to avert a 
future world catastrophe. 

Yamani said it is a pity that pet- 
roleum should be used only as an 
energy source, since scientists 
think that it could be much more 
useful in various industries, like 
medicines and plastics. 

He added that Saudi Arabia has 
raised its oil production to help 
embodied in its ambitious 
development plan — namely 
those industrial projects which 
win have a bearing on the coun- 
try’s economy in the future, 
country's economy in the future. 

Housing and other develop- 
ment projects directly affecting 
the life of the people also had to be 
accelerated, he said. 

On the recent Zionist campaign 
in the United States over deposits 
of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
with U.S. bajh- »rd the way these 
funds are invested in money mar- 
kets and money bonds, Yamani 
said that again the Arab media 
must abstain from internal polem- 
ics and turn their attention to such 
attacks. 

He added “ we must use every 
channel in the United States and 
Europe to explain matters before 
world public opinion. ” 

“ But to do so, the Arab media 
must speak like one man. " 

He said, “ as long as our 
investments are made on a sound 
legal and economic basis, we 
should pay no heed to such cam- 
paigns. ' 

On a forthcoming Arab infer; 
matron ministers conference, 
Yamani saidl be hoped this time 
the conference will be more action 
oriented. 

He added that previous confer- 
ence did not achieve much. 

The Arab media should know 
how to weigh and evaluate news 
reports, and what reports are to be 
published, which ones are to be 
broadcast, and which ones are to 
be ignored. 

Yamani said he was optimistic 
about the results of the coming 
conference “ because the Arabs 


now, more than ever need (o unite 
and speak with one voice. ” 

“ The Arab Nation has taken a 
lesson on how the enemy benefits 
from our division and the dis- 
torted image it leads to. “ he said. 

“ Now the enemy would wish us 
to be more and more divided to 
give the world the impression that 
we are warmongers, though, hi 
feet, we are seeking peace,” he 
added. 

“ However, *’ he said, “ we 
want a just peace that will re- 
establish the inalienable rights of 
those who were stampeded and 
driven even from their tents. 
“We want peace that would 
mean the restoration of the 
occupied Arab territories as they 
were and the return of Jerusalem. 

“ We are and have always called 
for peace, based on those princi- 
ples. 

“ But the Zionist enemy has 
split our ranks to such an extent 
that some world countries believe 
that the Arab Nation Is against 
peace and does not call for it, " he 
said. 

He said that it is incumbent 
upon the Arab media to expound 
its views to the West through vari- 
ous channels in a scientific man- 
ner, away from sentiments and 
emotions. 

Yamani also praised the new 
Arab League Secretary General, 
Chadli Klibi of Tunisia, but said 
that whatever the League will 
accomplish will again depend on 
the assistance extended to it. He 
also paid tribute to the predeces- 
sors of Klibi who discharged their 
responsibility with the greatest 
honesty, even in the most critical 
moments. 

Yamani said that despite the 
feet that it is the policy of Saudi 
information to keep away from 
polemics, it sometimes has to deny 
false reports whenever they come 
to its attention. He cited as an 
example recent reports of a bomb- 
ing at the Libyan embassy in Saudi 
Arabia and said that as a result of 
the Saudi denial v Reuters — wtuch 
reported the story — issued its 
own denial,

TAPline may be closed down

JEDDAH, Aug. 3 — Saudi 
Arabia has apparently sought the 
closure of tbs Trans Arabian, 
Pipeline Company’s line because 
its operation has become 
uneconomical. 

“Al-Jenra" has reported that 


talks have been underway for 
some time with the company for 
the permanent closure of the 
TAPline. It did not elaborate. 

The 4&-inch line extends 1,000 
miles from the Eastern Province 
oilfields through Jordanian and 
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Syrian territory. It terminates at 
Zahrani on the Mediterranean 
near Sidon in south Lebanon. 

The pipeline has been the target 
of sabotage and subject to techni- 
cal difficulties and closures since 
the 1967 War and has been run- 
ning well below its 500,000 bar- 
rels per day capacity. 

TAPline was closed during the 
three- month Arab oil producers' 
action after the 1 973 October war. 
Pumping was resumed in early 
1974, but it never reached foil 
capacity. 

In 1978, Aramco throughout 
was 63,000 BPD. slightly over the 
56,000 BPD of the year before, 
according to the company's 
annual reports. 

Disputes over transit royalties 
with the governments involved 
aggravated by tbe Lebanese civil 
war, forced Saudi Arabia to stop 
pumping oil to Zahrani again in 

1976. 

But TAPline continued to feed 
Jordan's refinery at Zerka with 
crude oil for local consumption. 
Lebanese government also 
announced recently that the 
Kingdom had agreed to provide 
Lebanon with part of its crude oil 
needs through TAPline. 

For many years the Kingdom 
has stopped relying on TAPline 
for even insignificant proportions 
of its crude exports.

Women forbidden to run own firms 


TADF, Aug. 3 — Interior Minis- 
ter Prince Naif has ordered that no 
woman may run her own business 
or travel abroad alone on business 
trips. 

His instructions have been 
communicated to the Ministry of 
Commerce, it was reported 
Thursday. 

Saudi women may, however, 
employ a manager to take care of 
businesses they own. Before being 
granted a commercial license a 
woman will have to submit a letter 
saying that she has a business 
manager. 

No Saudi woman is allowed to 
travel abroad unaccompanied by a 


close male relative or without a 
letter of permission from her hus- 
band.

Brzezinski delivers stern rebuke 
to Moscow for imperial designs 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP) 
— Presidential assistant Zbigniew 
Brzezinski voiced a strong warn- 
ing -Thursday to the Soviet Union 
over its policy in Afghanistan and 
elsewhere. 

In his text for an appearance at 
theconvention here of the Inter- 
national Platform Association, 
President Jimmy Carter’s assistant 
for national security affairs *»iH; 

“Our own respect for the sen- 
sitivities of other parties will be 
influenced by their respect for our 
concerns. The U.S. pursued pro- 
dent policies during some recent 
upheavals, the consequences of 
which were not of m difference to 
us, and we expect others similarly 
to abstain from intervention and 
from efforts to impose alien doc- 
trines on deeply religious and 
nationally conscious peoples.*' 

Brzezinski did not elaborate but 


an aide, who asked that he not be 
identified, said the Carter 
advisers reference to "deeply 
religious and nationally conscious 
peoples” specifically applied to 
Afghanistan. 

The aide said Brzezinski was 
thinking of Iran and Nicaragua in 
speaking of “recent upheavals." 

Arguing for a major national 
defense effort, Brzezinski said 
“This permits us to be patient in 
the free of developments that 
might otherwise be unacceptably 
threatening.” 

He cited “there vital strategic 
zones beyond our hemisphere: 
Western Europe, the Middle East 
end the Far East." he said U.S. 
military power “must be capable 
of protecting our key interests” 
there and elsewhere — that ”we 
must assure that we have the reach 
and the means to project our 


power where it is needed, and to 
do so in the appropriate form and 
level of intensity.” 

But Brzezinski also listed arms 
control as another “vital part of 
our security.*' 

Defending the new strategic 
arms limitation treaty being 
debated in the Senate, hie said: 
“These measures do not end the 
strategic arms competition. Nor 
do they render tie USSR anything 
other than it is — * a formidable 
military challenger. But SALT II 
restrains the competition and 
makes the challenge more man- 
ageable and predictable.” 

He said the treaty “leaves us 
free to do what is necessary to 
meet the very significant 
strategic challenge that remains” 
and “keeps open the political road 
to future SALT agreements.”

U.S. suspends arms sales 
to Northern Ireland police 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 
(Agencies) — The United States 
government has suspended arms 
sales to police in Northern Ireland 
after Irish- American congress- 
men argued that the guns are used 
primarily against Catholics. 

The State Department said 
Thursday that sales to the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary (RUC) 
would be stopped pending a 
review of U.S. arms sales policy in 
Northern Ireland. 


The anti-arms sales lobby was 
led by House Speaker Thomas 
(Tip) O’Neill, a Massachusetts 
Democrat. 

The U.S. decision drew sharp 
protests Cram Protestant leaders in 
Northern Ireland. 

1 hey said the suspension would 
leave the RUC without the 
weapons rt needed to fight the 
Irish Republican Army (IRA) 
which has received arms and 
money smuggled from supporters 


Nixon ’s purchase in N. Y. 
canceled after complaints 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3 (AP) — 
In the face of dissension among 
tenants, former President Richard 
Nixon will not buy a penthouse 
apartment in an exclusive 
cooperative in New York City. 

Tenants in the building received 
a letter Thursday that said: “- 
Please be advised that former 
president Nixon and Mr. Becker 
{the present owner of the apart- 
ment.) have agreed to cancel the 
contract relating to Mr. Beckers 
apartment. Mr. Becker's apart- 
ment is once again on the mar- 
ket." 


The letter was signed by Minot 
Milliken, the president of the 
cooperative. 

It was not immediately known 
whether Nixon had bowed out of 
the$ 750,000 purchase voluntar- 
ily, or whether the cooperative's 
board, spurred by complaints 
from tenants had rejected the 
former president. 

Jane Maynard, a co-op resident, 
bad taken a poll earlier in the 
week and said half of the 34 resi- 
dents were opposed to Nixon's 
- moving into the building.

“A review of our arms sales is 
underway," State Department 
spokesman Tom Reston said.

Reston did not say how long the 
review might last. 

But he said U.S. policy was to 
cooperate with the legally estab- 
lished government in Northern 
Ireland, including the RUC, in 
efforts to stop terrorism. 

The British Embassy in 
Washington said present applica- 
tions for arms were for spare parts 
and ammunition. 

State Department sources said 
the British government had been 
informed in advance of the review 
and suspension. 

Deaths 

In London, Northern Ireland 
Secretary Humphrey Atkins said 
the action would leave the RUC 
short of the weapons it needed to 
protect the community against 
terrorism. 

The review was announced on 
the same day that two British sol- 
diers were killed by an IRA amb- 
ush in Northern Ireland; the 300th 
and 301 sr army deaths since major 
sectarian strife erupted in 1969. 

The two soldiers were blown to 
pieces by a terrorist landmine in 
Cbunry Armagh. 

In another incident. Constable 
Derek Davidson, 26, father of a 
four-year-old daughter, was shot 
dead in a Belfast street ambush. 
He became the 90th full-time 
policeman killed in a decade of 
violence. 

It was the bloodiest day in the 
province for more than three 
■ months. 

Since 1969, nearly 2,000 have 
died in Northern Ireland. In addi- 
tion to the 301 soldiers and 90 
police officers, the dead have 
included 39 police reservists and 
93 members of the Ulster Defense 
Regiment military auxiliary. 
Nearly 7,000 troops and police 
have been injured. 

Ambush 

The soldiers killed Thursday 
were in a three-vehicle convoy 
investigating a burnt-out car 
believed to have been used by ter- 
rorists who murdered a policeman 
in Armagh last Tuesday. 

But the wreckage turned out to 
be part of an elaborate ambush 
plan. 

As the convoy drove off on a 
remote country road, terrorists 
watching the scene detonated a 
massive landmine planted under 
the road. The two soldiers were 
killed instantly as their vehicle was 
ripped apart. 

Terrorists opened fire on the 
rest of the patrol and then fled. No 
other injuries were reported.

6,300 troops Carter had planned 
to pull out next year. 

At the same time, the bill would 
cancel military exercises that had 
been planned in connection with 
the further withdrawal of the 
troops. , :i .

Kissinger under fire in Senate 
for inconsistent SALT stance 


Carter vetoed a weapons 
authorization bill last year 
becuase it included funds for the 
nuclear carrier, but the House 
Armed Services Committee put 
the money back into this year's 
authorization bill.

Carter a loser, 
poll maintains 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (R) — 
President Jimmy Carter would 
lose to Republican candidates 
Ronald Reagan or Sen. Howard 
Baker (R-Tennessee) a if a presi- 
dential election were held now, 
according to dn oplnibn poll 
released Thursday. 

Blit the poll, conducted by ABC 
News and the Louis Harris organ- 
ization among 1,279 voters on 
July 27-29, said Sen. Edward 
Kennedy ■ (D-Massachusetts) 
would beat both Republicans. 

It said Reagan led Carter by 50 
per cent to 44 per cent and Baker 
led by 48 per cent to 43 per cent. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 
(Agencies) — Sen. John Culver 
dashed Thursday with Henry Kis- 
singer over whether the former 
secretary of state's actions while in 
office were consistent with his pos- 
ition on the SALT II treaty. 

“The current public cynicism 
and disenchantment with our fore- 
ign policy stems not from anything 
done by the Carter administration 
but from the euphoric and false 
expectations which you helped 
generate at the time of SALT I," 
Culver said. 

The Iowa senator, a strong sup- 
porter of SALT II, challenged 
Kissingers position that he can 
support the treaty only if certain 
conditions are met, including a 
commitment from the administra- 
tion to higher defense spending. 

“I would like to stress that if 
these conditions are not met I 
cannot support ratification," Kis- 
singer told the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices Committee. 

The conditions, spelled out by 
Kissinger earlier in the week 
before tbe Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee and repeated on 
Thursday, were for an “obligatory 
unders tanding ;’ on increasing the 
defense budget, for clarification of 
what he called ambiguities in the 
treaty and for linkage of Soviet 
behavior to continuation of the 
SALT negotiations. 

Culver said he could not under- 
stand “by what constitutional 
alchemy” Kissinger proposed 
forcing the administration to 
make a long-term obligatory 
commitment on the defense 
budget 

Culver said such congressional 
interference in foreign policy as 
Kissinger's proposal for senatorial 
review of Soviet behavior and a 
Senate vote every two years on 
whether the SALT negotiations 
should continue, was never advo- 
cated by Kissinger when he was 
secretary of state under Presidents 
Richard Nixon and Gerald Ford. 

Culver also questioned whether 
Kissinger had ever supported link- 
ing Soviet behavior to U.S. posi- 
tions on relations with tbe Soviet 
Union. 

“I have always advocated link- 
age of the foreign policy conduct 
of the Soviet Union to other 
negotiations," Kissinger said. 

He said he had opposed linkage 
when Congress tried to apply it to 
human rights within the Soviet 
Union. 

During Kissinger's testimony, 
three committee members dis- 
closed they have sent a letter to 
President Carter asking for details 
on how he would increase the 
defense budget to meet demands 
for a stronger military. 

The letter was signed by 


Senators Sam Nunn, Henry Jack- 
son, and John Tower. Jackson and 
Tower are thought to oppose the 
treaty and Nunn is considered by 
administration lobbyists to be a 
crucial vote because of his growing 
influence within tbe Senate on 
military matters. 

Under questioning by Jackson, 
Kissinger said be would' support a 
motion to delay Senate action 
until Carter sends Congress his 
plans for the next defense budget. 

As be bad done earlier in the 
week. Kissinger said he was not 
advocating any changes that 
would send the treaty back to the 
negotiating table. 

The issue of U.S. defense spend* 
ing has overshah dowed that of 
verifying Soviet compliance with 
SALT II, once considered a major 
hurdle by the administration. 

Central Intelligence Agency 
Director Stansfield Turner has 
assured the Senate that U.S. 
monitoring can detect serious 
Soviet cheating on SALT II. 

The carefully-worded assur- 


ance by Adm. Turner, who had 
avoided making assessment on the * 
issue until now. was in a letter read 
Thursday to the Foreign Relation* 
Committee by its chairman, Idahc 
Democrat Frank Church, as hear- 
ings continued on the treaty. 

At the same time. Sen. Barry 
Goidwater, vice chairman of the 
Intelligence Committee which ha.* 
been studying the verificatior 
issue, said in a Senate speech he 
was satisfied the United State: 
could do “an acceptable job” o 
verification. 

The letter from Adm. Turner 
said he felt the intelligence com- 
munity “will be able to monito 
most of its provisions well enotigl 
to provide confidence that the 
Soviets cannot gain a substantia 
strategic advantage through cheat 
ing." 

“For the few provisions that wi 
cannot monitor with this degree o 
confidence, 1 believe the Sovie 
perception of risks versus gain 
will make such cheating an unat 
tractive option for them.”

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GULF SECURITY 

If the security situation looks good at present in the Gulf, this does 
not mean that there are no difficulties to be considered! The renewed 
talk of a Gulf Arab conference to discuss the latest political develop- 
ments, especially where they concern oil, reflects a felt need from the 
states concerned for positive, intelligent planning for the future, 
instead of merely reacting to events as they arise. 

It is to be noted that the storm of speculation regarding security in 
the Hormuz Straits has lifted as suddenly as it started, which shows 
that the affair was a fabrication. Yet the fabrication itself cannot but 
draw the attention of the states concerned to the presence of persons, 
states, or interests which saw fit to peddle it. This invites caution on 
the part of the Arab states in the Gulf, and a close scrutiny of the 
situation so that no opportunity is given to the.enemies of the Arab 
peoples in the area. 

There are at present factors which militate toward improving the 
security of the Gulf, as well as factors opposing it. On the positive 
side, the interests of the states concerned are close enough to be 
identical. They all want political stability to continue so that they can 
face up to the tasks of economic development and raising the stan- 
dard of living of their people. 

It is no secret that the smaller states in the area depend for their 
security on Saudi Arabia, with whom they all have either concluded 
or are about to conclude dual security agreements. Recently, this 
situation improved further when Iraq started to play a more positive 
role in the Gult bringing it closer to the larger states there, such as 
Saudi Arabia, as well as to the smaller ones like Bahrain, Qatar, and 
the Emirates. Kuwait, neither large nor small, has of course always 
been cooperating with all of the rest. 

So much for the positive side. Negatively, the major error has 
always been that agreement among Gulf states on the ends has not 
been accompanied by agreement on the means. It has been noted 
that relations among them improve or suffer setbacks for causes 
which are far from fundamental. There are states which concern 
themselves with the security of the Gulf only in so far as it affects their 
investments. There are others who follow their own isolated line on 
poiirics and security. There are those who, with monotonous regular- 
ity. raise trivial territorial demands against their neighbors. In such 
cases, the larger Gulf states like Saudi Arabia or Iraq have had to play 
variously the roles of elder brother or intermediary, attempting to 
persuade the rest towards a measure of unanimity in persuing the 
common end. 

It is perhaps only fair to note that the distinction between particu- 
lar and general interests remains, even within such groupings as the 
European Community, and that relations among the Gulf states are 
better than they are in any similar grouping. Yet the dangers are 
greater where it concerns the Gulf states. Their newness, and the fact 
that they are still at the developing stage, means that they are less 
able to meet the challenge of, for example, the Western powers.

Trying to envision life in an energy-efficient 
world is about as easy as trying to imagine the 
Holland Tunnel as a redestrian mall. It isn' t just that 
we are hopeless creatures of habit, but also prison- 
ers of curious tradition. 

Recently, there was an item on television about a 
fellow who built a house into the sideof a mountain. 
There, the temperature was more or less constant 
and comfortable and little energy was required for 
climate control. 

Even if there were enough mountainsides avail- 
able, it is unlikely that Americans would abandon 
their ranch- style split-levels to return to the caves of 
their ancestors. Housing is an iron tradition. It is the 
fundamental statement of our aspirations. Better to 
bake in the heat than to burrow into the soil. 

Stories have been appearing in the papers about 
advances in electric car technology. One may soon 
be available that could satisfy the demands of most 
workaday urbanites (quick recharges, speeds up to 
70, ranges up to 100 miles). 

There is reason to believe, however, that the 
acceptance of electric cars will be a long time com- 
ing. A few years ago, one manufacturer took a test 
model on tour and invited motorists to try it. 

While they were amused by the novelty of it, they 
were not enthusiastic. 

“It sounds funny,” one guy said. 

What he meant was it sounded hardly at all. The 
purr, the hum, the roar of the engine is deeply 
imbedded in our driving psychology. Adjusting our 
lives to accommodate energy conservation shakes a 
lot of cherished values. U.S. Ref. Jim Mattox of 
Texas got the heave-ho in the House of Representa- 
tives the other day for showing up without a coat 
and tie.

The demise of Jordan’ s desert nobleman

AMIN — 

The Bedouin, the nomadic tribes which have 
roamed the Arabian deserts for centuries, are dis- 
appearing. 

Threatened by diminishing grazing land for their 
flocks of sheep, goats, and camels, they are folding 
up their black goat-hair tents and migrating in 
increasing numbers to the cities. 

A recent survey by professors and students at the 
University of Jordan discovered that the country's 
Bedouin population has shrunk from about 
200,000 in the 1950s to less than 60,000. 

The survey warned that unless the government 
works fast and produce: a comprehensive rural 
development plan, the Bedouin may become 
another of the Middle East’s romantic legends. 

Apart from the loss of a colorful tradition, the 
trend poses a serious economic threat to Jordan 
which relies heavily on Bedouin livestock for fresh 
meat 

Dr. Saleh Khasawneh, a director of the research 
team, said, “It is a sad fact that the old desert 
life-style is becoming a fast-disappearing anachron- 
ism. 

“We believe* it' is vital from the economic and 
cultural points of view to halt. this process and the 
only way to do that is to help the Bedouin improve 
their standards of living through modern fanning 
methods.” 


The bewildering intrusion of technological war- 
fare and the complexities of a developing country 
have played their parts in destroying a society which 
has changed little since biblical times. According to 
the survey, the Bedouin have found themselves 
trapped in a web of conflicting political and 
economic forces which they do not understand. 

Most of them belong to eight major tribes, one 
which claims direct descendancy from the Prophet 
Muhammad through his daughter Fatima, another 
from the ancient Nabatean civilization. 

The Badia (Bedouin Regions) range over huge 
tracts of desolate scrubland where only the nomads 
can survive, let alone flourish. 

The conservative tribesmen have gained an hon- 
ored place in Jordanian history as loyal subjects and 
excellent soldiers for the government of King Hus- 
sein. 

Most of the desert camel corps, a tough police 
force which hunts down gun-runners and smug glers 
in Jordan's remote border regions is drawn from the 
Bedouin community. 

During World War I, the legendary British 
officer Lawrence of Arabia enlisted the fighting 
spirit of Bedouin warriors to defeat Turkish occupa- 
tion forces. 

The sudden transition to 20th century civilization 
has been a painful experience for many of the older 
people. 

Tribal chieftains are losing their authority and 
elders can only watch with sorrow as their children 


leave for better-paid jobs in the towns and cities. 

But the old ties are strong, and many Bedouin 
return to their camps to resolve blood-feuds and 
marital disputes. 

Dr. Khasawneh gave a classic illustration of the 
ample but effective tribe justice, involving a man 
who wished to retrieve his daughter from a husband 
who had beaten her. 

In the presence of all three, the judge ripped open 
the front of the woman's dress. When she ran to her 
husband, he said, “She turned to you so she goes 
with you.” The case was settled. 

The university survey, the most comprehensive 
of its kind, gave a unique insight into the harsh 
life-style of the nomads. 

It found that their low protein diet of cereals and 
a severe shortage of clean drinking water reduced 
their life expectancy to 50 years. 

One child in seven dies before the age of 12 
months and the survivors grow up with poor physi- 
ques and little resistance to dis e ase. 

Women have no independent social role and are 
expected to many early and produce children, pref- 
erably male, as soon as possible. 

Education is not encouraged because govern- 
ment schools do not teach the kind of skills neces- 
sary for Bedouin life and parents are afraid of losing, 
their children to the cities. 

Despite this reluctance to give up their traditional 
way of life, most Bedouin elders realize it is no 


longer adequate for their children. 

Already the metamorphosis of the nomad sodet 
is apparent. The huge flocks of livestock have virtu 
ally disappeared and only five per cent of family 
still live in tents. 

Most have built simple stone or concrete dwd 
lings, although many live in bo uses made from drift 
mud or in caves. 

A tentative start to reversing the Bedouin nugnt 
tion was made several years ago, when hug 
resources of underground water were discoverer 
beneath the barren mud flats of southern Jordan 

A pilot experimental farm in the area has growl 
to 1 ,800 acres that produce rich grain and vegetabk 
harvests and supported a settled Bedouin common 
ity of 250 families. 

The professors at Jordan University insist that r 
great deal more needs to be done to revitalize At 
livestock industry by improving pasture Lands, pro 
during fodder crops and developing related fades 
tries to provide jobs in new rural centers. 

The traditional handicrafts of Bedouin women 
such as rug-weaving and embroidery could lx 
organized efficiently to provide another source q 
income. _ L

Mrs. Thatchef s report card : Long way to go

LONDON — 

Calling it painful but necessary surgery. Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s new Conservative 
government has moved boldly to pare down the 
British socialist welfare state. 

In three months the Conservative scalpel has 
been aimed at upper-bracket income taxes, gov- 
ernment spending, nationalized industries and 
state-supported commissions. 

Critics claim the Tories are knife-happy and have 
misdiagnosed the country’s ailment Even some 
party members are worried about the patient. 

Conservative popularity has dropped sharply as 
the cost of living has shot up and the stock market 
dropped. 

Mrs. Thatcher makes no apology. She says she's 
only “carrying out the voters’ instructions.'’ 

Campaigning for the May 3 national election, 
Mrs. Thatcher told Britons it was their last chance 
to stop Britain's slide out of the first rank of nations 
and into socialism and penury. 

Angry over a winter of strikes that the Labor 
government couldn't control, and which crippled 
hospital services, schools and garbage collections, 
British votes gave the Tories a commanding 43-seat 


edge over all other parties in the 635-seat House of 
Commons. 

Mrs. Thatcher wasted no time acting on her faith 
that business and management, freed from heavy 
'taxes and government bureaucracy, vjjll lead the 
country to prosperity. 

In its first parliament term, which ended last 
week, her government has: 

— Cut the base rate of income tax from 33 per 
cent to 30 percent and the top rate from 83 percent 
to 60 per cent To make up for it the government 
increased sales taxes from 12.5 per cent on luxuries 
and 8 per cent on most other goods add services to 
15 per cent all around. 

— Announced it will sell Luge chunks of state- 
owned industries, including the national airline, the 
aerospace combine and the booming oil industry, 
and will limit the drain of the money- losing steel 
and shipbuilding businesses. 

— Vowed to keep next year’s public spending 
down to this year’s level in real terms, which is 
expected to mean trimming some 4 billion pounds 
(S 9.2 billion) from the sum planned by the previous 
government 

— Signed the death warrant for 3,000 planning, 
advisory and oversight bodies that the Tories see as 


a waste of money and a hindrance to business. 

— Increased the prime lending rate, the benc- 
hmark for commercial interest rates, to 14 per cent, 
and eased restrictions on individuals and corpora- 
tions sending and spending funds overseas. 

The interest rate and the North Sea oil bonanza 
have boosted the British pound to a four-year high, 
but the good news stops there. 

The government has said that between the 
income tax cut and the sales tax boost the “ average 
family” would be 1 .30 pounds better off. One inde- 
pendent study disputies this, and ex-chancellor of 
the Exchequer Denis Healey of the Labor Party has 
said the Conservative package will “lead to a fall in 
living standards for everybody earning less than 
10,000 pounds ($23,500) a year.” 

The London Stock Exchange, which boomed on 
hopes the Tories would win, has dropped 17 per 
cent since the election. Inflation has moved from 
less than 10 per cent to 11.4 per cent, and govern- 
ment minis ters predict it will hit 17.5 per cent 
before year’s end. 

The latest Gallup Poll gives Labor a 5 
percentage-point lead over the Conservatives in 
voter preference, compared to a 7.2 per cent Tory 
margin just three months ago.

Referring to Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al-FaisaP s reaffirma- 
tion of the Kingdom’s stance on 
the Middle East issue, the paper

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Why Sarah Uthman wants to expand beyond wedding party audiences

JEDDAH — At 5 in the morn- 
ing the audience was throwing 
Sowers at her from their seats. 
One at a time they approached 
and quietly thanked her for a fan- 
tastic evening. Some dropped rose 
blossoms onto her head, or in her 
lap. They refused to leave, shout- 
ing for more, until the hostess 
dragged them off to the buffet that 
bad been in preparation for days 
beforehand. For Saudi folksong 
artist Sarah Uthman of Riyadh, it 
was another successful perfor- 
mance. 

As the girls of the audience 
departed to the wedding banquet, 
Sarah and her group of accom- 
panying percussionist/ singers 
began to pack up their instru- 
ments. But some of the party goers 
returned from the buffet, hoping 
to hear more of her legendary 
singing. The crowds just wouldn't 
feave her alone. 

Sarah, a soft-spoken 28-year- 
old who began her singing career 
only eight years ago, Iras become 
one of the roost popular of Saudi 
Arabia’s female singing stars. Cas- 
sette tapes of her wedding parly 
performances are found in nearly 
every home. She is one of the most 
widely-sought of the mutribat, the 
Saudi women folksingers. Esti- 
mates ofber compensation Jor a 
■Jour-hour' "evening' performaK* 
range from SR 12,000 upwards. 
She is ode of the three Saudi folk 
art superstars (the others are Itaab 
Sharabatly and Ibtisaam LHC). 

But Sarah s career is at a critical 
point. She hopes to leap into 


Sickly-sweet portraits of Saadi 
public view throughout the Arab 
world. Yet she hesitates, out of 
respect for the difficulties and sen- 
sitivities that involve such a step. 
Here is the first generation ot 
female Saudi vocalists who have 
had the benefits of recording 
made available to them, the first to 
be able to travel outside the King- 
dom for special public perfor- 
mances. These are great steps 
forward and Sarah, whose career 

is full of promise because of them, 
is aware of it. She knows that she is 
a delicate issue and intends to play 
her cards just right. 

Hearing a tape of her singing is 
enough to be convinced that she 
holds a winning hand. Compared 
to the other mutribat both on tape 
and live, her voice, has unusual 
depth. She portrays emotion 
without sounding affected, adapt- 
ing with ease to songs of both sad 
and sunny lyric. She evokes high 
spirits, pride and excitement in her 
audiences. 

So far, Sarah has remained 
primarily a singer of popular folk 
songs that her audiences learned 
long ago. She is a ringer for the 
people, a revered songstress who 
thrives on the intimate rapport she 
establishes with her audiences. 

“I likejo experience my audi- 
ence" -she says. “I enjoy the fact 
- •'-that theynever want the parties to 
end; like you have just seen here 
tonight. We are happy when the 
audience reacts this way. 

“We start playing at 1 a.m. and 
neither we, nor the audience, feel 
that time has-passed. Our artistry

is in interaction with the audience. 
They request songs, talk with us, 
cheer, whistle, dap, dance and 
sing along. After all. the artist is up 
there for the sake of the audi- 
ence." 

On-stage, Sarah dresses mod- 
estly in a white cotton skirt and 
blouse with gold-colored cotton 
embroidery. Her coiffure is sim- 
ple, her short thick black hair 
combed neathly to one side. When 
she appears most of the infinitely 
more extravagantly dressed audi- 
ence don’t seem to notice her; 
only a few applaud her entrance. 

Her accompanists get settled 
and Sarah smiles at her audience, 
perhaps looking for familiar faces. 

As the microphones are turned on 
and shifted around to the musi- 
cians’ liking and the drumskins 
tightened on the mabkhara (char- 
coal bolder), a few members of the 
audience approach her and 
request their favorite songs. 

it is not until the first one begins 
that the audience begins to react 
as one might expect. Hie clapping, 
ululating, whistling, cheering and 
Hanging begins at once. Some 
mutribat play five or six songs 
before the guests feel inclined to 
render even vague applause. But 
with Sarah the reaction is immedi- 
ate. Her voice casts it spell over 
the wedding guests. No stage 
antics, no gimmicks or anything 
that could be considered non- 
professionaJ can be detected in her 
performance. She does not call 
attention to herself as a person; 
her stage presence is almost non- 
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-existent. It is the magic of her 
voice, and the great percussion 
accompanying her, that has led to 
her popularity. 

Sarah began singing at her 
home in Riyadh, for family par- 
ties. Then, as group member 
Jawahir Mansou explains, “she 
received invitations to perform for 
the nobility. After that she began 
to overtake the public eye." 

Off-stage, Sarah is very 
reserved. She considers herself 
merely a part of the group and 
lacks any “star” egoism or over- 
bearance. Her speaking voice is 
quiet and in the main her accom- 
panists answer for her. They feel it 
is their right to do so, for they are 
equal members of the group and 
formed it with her. 

They have played together for 
five years now. Some of the per- 
cussionists are from Sarah's family 
and those who are not are very 
dose friends. They intend to stick 
together,' too “for the duration,*' 
as mouthpiece Jawahir Mansour 
puts it 

This wedding season they will 
play at least four nights a week — 
usually Saturdays, Wednesdays 
and Thursdays. Their hosts pay 
the round trip air-fore from 
Riyadh for the while eight- 
member group. 

Would she. concede that Itaab 
Sharabatly, her fiercest com- 
petitor, outranks her as the best 
singer in Arabia? “That is for the 
audience to decide," replies 
Sarah. “Here, the singing voice is 
judged by the audiences. But 
there are many other good women 
singers, such as Ibtisaam Lutfi and 
Hayaat Salih.” 

What constitutes a good voice? 
“Its power and ability to portray 
emotion.” 

She hopes that Saudi women’s 
singing will enjoy a wider audi- 
ence in the future. 

Again, Jawahir Mansour steps 
in to elaborate. “ We hope for gre- 
ater artistic excellence, a wider 
audience. At the present time we 
have many hopes for the future of 
Saudi women’s music. We hope 
for the emergence of new voices, 
like Sarah's. When she emerged 
the audiences liked her. Every- 
thing is centered around the audi- 
ence's taste. If the crowd loves 
you, you have been successful.” 

Musical education in the Gulf 
region has developed quickly for 
women artists in the last few years. 
Sarah and her group hope that 
soon such institutes for musical 
instruction will appear in Saudi 
Arabia. 

“In Saudi Arabia there is no 
official institution for women to 
learn to play musical instruments.' 
In the Gulf there are such institu- 
tions. In Saudi Arabia there are 
places for the instruction of men, 
where lessons in the violin, 
qanoon and organ are offered, but 
this is not encouraged. 

“If they opened a music insti- 
tute, serious confident musicians 
would emerge playing more than 
traditional percussion instruments 
— such as the violin, for example. 
Such an institute would be an 
excellent undertaking.’' 

Some musicians claim that in 
order to be popular throughout 
the Arab world, an artist must first 
conquer the Egyptian musical 
scene, where performance and 
creative possibilities abound. But 
Sarah and her group disagree. 

“Anyone who is sensitive or has 
art in their blood, be they in 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia or anywhere 
in die Gulf, can be successful. 
True, in Egypt there are many 
artists, theaters, places to perform 
and places to improve one’s 
abilities as an artist. But no, any- 
one who has the talent and the will 
can be successful in any place.” 

Sarah's next goals are foreign 
recordings and performances. 

‘ “We have decided to make spe- 
cter recordings and play forparties 
outside the Kingdom; so that our 
art will become appreciated 
throughout the Arab world, espe- 
cially in Egypt and the Gull” _ 

Apparently the steady wedding 
engagements in Saudi Arabia only 
contribute to an artist's achieve-

ment — and, more importantly, 
Pan-Arab popularity — to a 
limited degree. Indeed, one specu- 
lates whether as a mutriba at Saudi 
wedding parties Sarah is appreci- 
ated as an artist, or merely as the 
evenings musical diversion. Her 
playing at such parties could even- 
tually induce in her a frustration 
found among jazz pianists, forced 
by economic necessity to play at 
restaurants where diners pay more 
attention to their food and conver- 
sation than to the artist 

The state of the music- 
recording business in Saudi 
Arabia may be another factor in 
her decision to widen her scope by 
recording and performing abroad. 

To ask for a tape by Sarah Uth- 
man in most cassette shops 
involves numerous repetitions of 
her name by the customer and 
unknowing shrugs from salesmen. 
There are few places where her 
recordings are available, a fact 
oddly inconsistent with their 
hands-down popularity. 

In the stereo cassette shops that 
cater for those interested in Ara- 
bian folksongs, one finds that 
none of her available recordings 
are produced on any official label. 
The cassettes are all recorded in 
the shop and labelled with practi- 
cally illegible Arabic handwriting. 

Danaaneer Mishqaas, a small 
cassette shop off Qabil Street in 
Jeddah's souq, hi one of the small 


covered hallways under the 
Sharabatly building, features 
these recordings (at SR10 each). 
Their band-labelled cassettes are 
stacked from floor to ceiling. 

There young Naser Hassan 
politely and patiently plays any 
tapes his customers may wixh to 
sample for long hours, day and 
night. 

Hassan confirms that Sarah is 
among the most popular of the 
mutribat, but says Itaab 
Sharabatly sells more tapes. Why? 
“The power of her voice,” he 
claims. 

Hassan and his friend, 
Muhammad Al-Amoudi, explain 
that live recordings at wedding 
parties are obtained in a unique 
manner which would not be poss- 
ible in countries where royalties 
and copyright laws prevail. 

A stereo shop specializing in 
such tapes acquires the rights to 
record a party from the host and 
the artist (for between SR500- 
SR1 ,000 to each). At the wedding 
party a sound technician brings his 
own recording equipment and lis- 
tens carefully on headphones 
throughout the evening, to ensure 
a high-quality taping. 

A few days later the host of the 
wedding will appear at the shop to 
collect his fee; in addition to hers, 
the artist will be provided with 
free copies of the tape. The artist, 
however, receives no percentage 


of the sales, no matter how popu- 
lar the tape mighi become, lliis 
last aspect of the sales machinery 
in uncontrollable, because as soon 
as one tape store produces copies 
of its tapes any of its competitors 
can buy one and make their own 
copies for sale. 

Fortunately, top artists like 
Sarah and Itaab are .well-enough 
compensated for their perfor- 
mance at the time, so the loss in 
tape royalties seems negligible. 
Should sales greatly increase, 
however, the artists would be left 
at a great disadvantage. 

For a singer tike Sarah, who has 
aspirations of expanding her audi- 
ence, the present system is particu- 
larly unfortunate, since it relics on 
the local marketing techniques of 
the small tape stores. 

In the Gulf the recording indus- 
try is expanding rapidly. Many 
Saudi artists gravitate to those 
countries, such as Kuwait, where 
copyrights are available and video 
production is highly developed. 
Sarah has also made the exodus in 
the past. But she still primarily 
sings at non-publicized, locally- 
marketed performances.

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Tehran denies drop 
in crude production 


TEHRAN, Aug. 3 (R) — Ira- 
nian oil chief Ha&san Nazih has 
denied that Iranian oil production 
bad recently dropped and says 
total output at present averages 
3,75 million barrels a daj, the offi- 
cial Pais News Agency has said. 

Nazih. who was quoted Thrus- 
day, did not give more details. 

Earlier last week, officials for 
the National Iranian Oil Company 
(NIOC) said output in the south- 
western oil province of Khuzestan 
had drooped to three million bar- 


rels a day July 28 and to 2.8 mil- 
lion barrels. July 30. Iran's off- 
shore fields normally produce 
605,0000 barrels a day above 
Khuzestan' s output. 

The border province's produc- 
tion had previoulsy averaged 3.4 
million barrels a day. Official fig- 
ures issued by NIOC Wednesday 
said Khuzestan bad produced a 
total of 22,732,850 barrels last 
week, making an average of nearly 
3.25 million barrels a day.

U.S. endorsement sought 

IMF readying dollar substitution plan 




New deal ends seizure 
of Belgian oil refinery 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 3 (AP) 
— The International Monetary 
Fund hopes to have a plan ready 
□ext year for member nations to 
exchange unwanted dollars for a 
new international asset backed by 
U.S. government securities. 

It is understood that the IMF 
thinks there is a good possibility 
that the plan to create a so-called 
substitution account will be 
Indorsed in principle at a meeting 
of its 138 members, including the 
United States, in Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia Oct. 2-5. 

If endorsement is received, then 
the IMF staff could have a detailed 
plan ready for approval at the 
institution's interim committee 
meeting next April 
Since the Congress might have 
to approve U.S. participation in 
the plan, it could still be some time 
before it would take effect. U.S. 
participation is vital. 

The amount of dollars that 
would be exchanged hasn’t been 
determined yet, but it was under- 
stood it will have to be In the bil- 


lions for it to be workable. It 
would be an “open-ended" 
account so the amount could be 
increased over time. 

It is understood that the dollars 
invested in the account would be 
exchanged for an international 
asset whose value would be linked 
to the IMF s Special Drawing 
Right, SDR, which in turn is based 
on the value of a number of major 
world currencies. 

The dollars, in turn, could be 
exchanged by the United States 
for U.S. government securities. 
The United States would pay 
interest an die securities to the 
IMF, which in turn would pay the 
interest to the holders of the sub- 
stitution account assets. 

Details remain to be worked 
out, but it is understood the IMF 
thinks the United States will give 
its support to a substitution 
account plan of some kind. The 
account would initially be avail- 
able for dollars held by foreign 
central banks, although eventually 
it could be opened to other dollar 


holders as well. 

There are as many asS 600 bil- 
lion held abroad. 

The idea of a substitution 
account in the IMF is not new. But 
in the past the United States has 
□ot given its support. However, 
when it was discussed in Mexico' 
last year, the United States agreed 
to a study, and it is this study that 
will be discussed in Belgrade. 

One major purpose would be to 
remove some dollars from the 
international monetary system 
and replace them with an asset 
that will have a more stable value 
than the dollar has had in recent 
years. The intent would be to 
strengthen the international 
monetary system by making it less 
vulnerable to shock stemming 
from the dollar's problems. 

The plan is likely to have special 
appeal to countries that hold large 
dollar reserves, especially oil- 
exporting nations who are worried 
about the loss of value of their dol- 
lar holdings, as well as Japan and 
European countries.

Rhodesia constitution called defective 
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LUSAKA, Aug. 3 lR) — Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher Friday described the 
new constitution in Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia as defective and criti- 
cized the white minority veto 
powers enshrined in it. 

Mis. Thatcher facing one of ber 
toughest assignments since gain- 
ing power was addressing a 
closed-door session of the Com- 
monwealth conference here 
devoted to a potentially stormy 
debate on the Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia conflict. 

The British leader said there 
was a common view in Africa, the 
United States and Western 
Europe that the present constitu- 


tion was “defective in certain 
important respects.” 

“I refer of course to the provi- 
sions which make it possible for 
the white minority to block, in the 
parliament, constitutional 
changes that would be unwelcome 
to them," sbe said. 

“This is a valid criticism. Such a 
blocking mechanism has not 
appeared in any other indepen- 
dence constitution agreed to by 
the British parliament, she said. 

The Commonwealth summit 
here is regarded as the final phase 
of consultations to shape British 
policy on Zimbabwe Rhodesia 
before final proposals are put for- 
ward. 


Mrs. Thatcher — whose speech 
was later released to reporters — 
said there was general agreement 
that “there should be some 
guaranteed representation for 
minority communities during a 
certain minimum period following 
the transfer of power. 

“I think we all recognize the 
importance to Rhodesia of 
encouraging the European minor- - 
rty to remain and to continue to 
play a useful part in the life of the 
community.” 

“But,” she added, “that is a 
very different matter from enabl- 
ing them to block all change."

U.S. oil supplies said adequate 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP) 
— U.S. Energy Secretary James 
Schiesinger said Thursday the 
United States has probably seen 
the last of the long gasoline Lines 
for this year but added that they 
might return next summer. 

Schiesinger, answering ques- 
tions at a news conference, repe- 
ated earlier judgments that stocks 
of home heating oil will meet his 
target of 240 million- barrels in 
October, high enough to avoid any 
serious shortages even in a severe 


winter. 

On other subjects, Schiesinger 
made these comments: 

— Oil production in the Soviet 
Union appears to have levelled 
off, and 1979 may mark the peak 
of Soviet production; if so, Soviet 
bloc oil exports may decline in the 
1 980* s. further red udng the world 
market supply of oil.

Assassination plot 

Turkish rightist gets death 


ANKARA, Aug. 1 (AP) — 
Turkey’s martial law courts pro- . 
nounced a death sentence for the 
first time Friday, condemning a 
rightist terrorist convicted of kil- 
ling an assistant state prosecutor 
here last year. 

The court also urged an inves- 
tigation of the role of a splinter 
party — including a member of 
parliament — in the slaying. 

Ibrahim Ciftci ambushed 
Dogan Oz in from of his home in 
March 1978 and emptied his pistol 
at point blank range, killing the 
prosecutor instantly. 

Oz was one of the earlier victims 
in increasing attacks by terrorists 
on prominent Turks and officials 
in the Iasi two year. 

Since then university profes- 
sors, retired officers, newspaper 
editor Abdi Ipekci and scores of 
police officials have been slain by 
terrorists. 

It was the first death sentence 
imposed by military tribunals 
since the proclamation of martial 
law in December in 13 provinces. 

The court accused several lead- 
ers of the ultra-rightist National 
Action Party of having encour- 
aged and helped Ciftci and his 
accomplices in their terrorist acts. 


The court urged the military pro- 
secutors to investigate the ties of 
these leaders with terrorist 
groups. They are Ihsan Kabadayi, 
leader of the party's parliamen- 
tary group, and two deputy sec- 
retaries general, Yasar Okuyan 
and Nevzat Koseoglu. 


Meanwhile, negotiators for the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
and Senate are trying to fashion a 
compromise standby gasoline- 
rationing plan, but President 
Jimmy Carter will have to wait 
until early next month to get it. 

Carter and Democratic con- 
gressional leaders had hoped to 
have the bill on the president’s 
desk by Thursday night — before 
the start of the congressional 
August recess. But that was not to 
be. 

“We had to weigh symbolism 
against practicality," said Sen. 
Bennet Johnston, D.- Louisiana, 
one of the Senate conferees of the 
bill. 

But Senate leaders and the 
White House denounced the 
standby rationing bill passed by 
the House late Wednesday. The 
Senate rejected the House version 
b> voice vote Thursday. 


‘Assassin tried to knife

NEW DELHI, Aug. 3 ( AP) — 
India's new Prime Minister, Cha- 
ran Singh, testified Friday against 
a 25-year-old college student 
accused trying to assassinate him 
in his backyard last December. 

It was the first time that a sitting 
Indian prime minister had given 
evidence in a criminal case, a gov- 
ernment official said. 

Singh, 76, standing up in the 
packed courtroom for much of his 
100-minute questioning, said the 
defendant, Jai Narain, lunged at 
him with a sharp object, 
shouting “I want to extingu- 
ish the shining star of the Janata 
Party." 

Narain was overpowered by 
bodyguards when the weapon .

reached about six inches from 
Singh's chest, the Indian leader 
said. The alleged assailant, who 
had claimed he was carrying a gift 
for Singh, was permitted into his 
backyard to make the presenta- 
tion but instead attacked him, 
Singh told the court.

Basque moderates spurn bombs 


MADRID, Aug. 3 ( AP) — The 
moderate Political- Military Whig 
of the Basque separatist move-

Police dismantled bombs in the 
towns of Saiou and Sitges, on the 
Costa Brava of northeast Spain, 
and a third in the baggage office of 
a railroad station in Alicante, 
farther south. The ETA spokes- 
man said police vigilance pre- 
vented it from defiisfoe the three 


bombs. 

At a news conference Thursday 
night in the French town of 
Bayonne, just across the Spanish 
border, the spokesman said ETA 
moderates “deeply regretted the 
deatiis in Madrid” last Sunday, 
when bombs at two railroad sta- 
tions and the international airport 
killed six persons. 

The spokesman blamed die 
government and the police for the 
fatalities, claiming ETA gave 65 
minutes warning of the impending 
explosions. 

ETA, or Euskadi Ta 
Askatastma, or Basque Land and 
Liberty, has been waging a terror- 
ist cam paign for 11 years for the 


independence of die Basque pro- 
vinces in northern Spain. 

The guerrilla war escalated this 
year when the Spanish govern- 
ment drafted legislation to give 
the Basques autonomous home 
rule, and opinion polls showed the 
majority of the people were in 
favor of it The terrorists hoped by 
stepping up the killin g to force the 
government to abandon the aut- 
onomy plan, which is to be submit- 
ted to the Basque in a referendum 
in October.

Nicosia government rejects 
Turkish proposal for talks 


NICOSIA, Aug. 3 (R) — Ihe 
Cyprus government has formally 
rejected a Turkish Cypriot prop- 
osal for the resumption of inter- 
communal talks on the Island. 

The government's negative 
reply was handed by Greek Cyp- 
riot leader george Ioannides to the 
United Nations Special Represen- 
tative Galindo Pohl on Thursday. 

Turkish Cypriot leader Raouf 
Denktash proposed on Monday 
the setting up of four special 
committees to deal with difficult 
aspects of the Cyprus dispute. 


According to Turkish Cypriot 
Radio Bairak, Denktash insisted 
that the Greek Cypriots should 
first publicly accept the existence 
of two separate Greek and Turk- 
ish zones (bizonality) and recog- 
nize that the Turkish oommuntity 
had security problems of its own. 

The Greek Cypriot reply said the 
formation of special committees 
should be dealt with “at the 
proper stage" in the negotiations.

Beriinguer, was welcomed by the
